THE APPROPRIATION (No. 2) ACT, 1952 
No. XLIY of 1952 

[22nd July, 1952] 

An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for 
the service of the financial year 1952-53. 

Be it enacted by Parliament afi follows : — 

1. Short title. — This - Act may be called the Appropriation (No. 2) 
Act, 1952. 

2. Issue of Rs. 22,79,29,87,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India for the year 1952-53. —Prom and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India there may he paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
column 3 of the Schedule amounting in (he nggregaio [inclusive of (he sums 
specified in column 3 of tho Schedule 1o the Appropriat ion (Vote on Account) 
Aci, 1952 (XXVIII of 1962)] to tho sum of two thousand two hundred and 
seventy-nine crores, twenty-nine lakhs and eighty-seven thousand rupees 
towards defraying the several charge; which will come in course of payment 
during tho financial year 1952-53 in icf port of (he services specified’ in 
column 2 of tho Schedule. 

3. Appropriation.— 1 The sums authorised to he paid and applied from and 
out pf tho Consolidated Fund of India by Ibis Ad shall be appropriated for 

,e services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to tho said 
'ear.

THE INDIAN TARIFF (THIRD AMENDMENT) ACT, 1952 
No. XLY off 1952 


[22 nd July, 1052] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1934. 

Bh it enacted by Parliament as follows: — , 

1. Short title.— This Act may be called tho Indian Tariff (Third Amend- 
ment) Act, 1952. 

2. Amendment of section 4A, Aot XXXII of 1934. — In section 4A of the 

Indian Tariff Act, 1984 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act),- — 

(а) in sub-soction (7), for the words “a temporary amendment” the 

words "an amendment" shall be substituted; and 

(б) for sub-seotion (3), the following sub-section shall be substi- 
tuted namely: — 

"(3) For the removal of doubts it is hereby declared that any 
notification approved by Parliament, whether with or without 
modifications,, may be resoinded by the Central Government at 

any time by notification in the Official Gazette." 

3. Validation of certain notifications.— Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in sub-seotion (3) of section 4A of the principal' Aot a 8 in force 

immediately before the commencement of this Act, the notifications of 
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the Government of India in the Ministry of Einance (Revenue Division), 
No, S.R.O, 857 and No. S.R.O. 1008, dated the 1st day of June, 1951 
and the 80th day of .Tune, 1951, respectively, shall be deemed never to 
have ceased to have effect, and shall continuo to be in force.
